REMARKS 


An acute shortage of teachers now exists. Teachers are not leaving 
school because they wish to, but because they have to. Unless salaries 
are increased teachers will be forced to leave in much larger numbers 
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next year. The increasing flow of teachers into better paid occupations 
threatens the quality of educational opportunity because these teachers 
cannot be replaced by adequately trained persons. Already standards 
are being lowered by the granting of special certificates. Prices are 
going up and the value of the buyer’s dollar is coming down. Now is 
the time to permit more generous financial support of schools. Incomes 
in general are rising faster than the cost of living. Property is worth 
more. ‘Tax delinquency is less. Both the schools and teachers are 
doing good work. 

Your superintendent wishes to thank all who have contributed 
in any way to the advancement of the schools during the past year. 
The school budget for 1942-1943 and the financial statement for the 
present year follow.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing 


1941 


During 1941 over 20 families were serviced by the Public Health 
Nurse. 3 expectant mothers, 7 infants, 25 preschool children were 
visited and special advisory services were rendered to several school and 
crippled children. In May 1941, a Child Health Conference, jointly 
sponsored by the Farm Bureau and The Bureau of Health, was held 
with an attendance of 16 infants and preschool children. A physician, 
nurse, and nutritionist were present. Following a physical examination, 
diet was discussed in detail with the mothers. It is hoped that the one 
next summer will be as successful. The schools in Vienna have been 
visited this fall. It seems advisable at this time to suggest that a 
vaccination against smallpox clinic would be a worthwhile town proj- 
ect for the spring, as very few of our school children have been vacci- 
nated.

REMARKS 


War conditions have drawn many teachers from the profession. 
I feel we have been fortunate to operate our schools with as little change 
as we have. I hope we may continue to be as fortunate. Even though 
the teacher shortage is a critical situation in our state and nation, we 
must in no way lower the standards of our schools. Instead, we, as 
school officials, must be ever alert to see that our children are taught 
how to do—that is, how to work; that they are provided with the 
training they need to be able to earn their living and become useful 
citizens in the post-war world. 


To see how the children measure up to the standards, they were 
given the Stanford Achievement Tests last fall. From the results of 
the tests the teachers were able to plan their teaching programs to meet 
the needs of each individual child. Another series of these tests will 
be given this spring to learn the progress which has been made. 


This year we have adopted for all grades a new Spelling series, in 
workbook form, called “Goals in Spelling”. The goals are pronunci- 
ation, spelling, meaning and use. These goals are attained by oral and 
written drill with phonetic spelling, dictionary work; and self and 
teacher testing. We are looking for better results than those obtained 
heretofore. 


While we must practice every economy, yet we must be sure it is 
real economy. To let our school buildings deteriorate until such time 
as a large expenditure is necessary is not wise. If a little could be done 
each year it would be more easily accomplished. Storm windows would 
save on fuel costs as well as add to the comfort of the children. I would 
like another year to see screens on some of the windows in order to 
keep out the flies and protect the health of the children. 


The financial statement accompanying this report shows the total 
receipts and disbursements of the school department for the year ending 
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February, 1944, The total receipts for the year were $4,277.97. The 
total disbursements were $3,995.84. The unexpended balance is $282.13. 


In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to the school 
committee, town officers, teachers, and citizens for their helpfulness 
and support.
